We believe that we are the original, first and joint inventors of the innovative 
subject matter described and claimed in the application for reissue of U.S. Patent No. 6,026,496, 
which is entitled "METHOD AND APPARATUS FOR GENERATING A PULSE." 



We hereby state that we have reviewed and understand the contents of the above- 
identified U.S. reissue patent application, INCLUDING BOTH THE ORIGINAL CLAIMS 
AND THE CLAIMS PRESENTED IN THE PREVIOUSLY SUBMITTED AMENDMENTS. 

We acknowledge the duty to disclose information which is material to the 
examination of this application in accordance with Title 37, Code of Federal Regulation, 
§ 1.56(a). 

We believe the above-identified original patent 6,026,496 to be partly inoperative 
by reason of the patentees claiming less than we had a right to claim. Accordingly, the 
previously submitted Amendments presented additional independent method claims 53, 73, 78, 
and 83. These independent claims have been newly drafted to provide varying scopes of 
protection for aspects of the present invention and thereby provide a hedge against any of the 
original claims being found invalid. For example, newly added independent claim 73 recites a 
method for generating a pulse that includes in the claimed combination of limitations disabling a 
passgate after a period of time elapses and coupling an output node to ground in response to the 
period of time elapsing, as described in the original patent, for example, at col. 4, line 54-col. 5, 
line 4. The originally issued claims of the patent 6,026,496 did not include an independent claim 
directed to a method for generating a pulse having these elements as part the combination of 
limitations. The Amendments also presented additional dependent claims 54-57, 74-77, 79-82, 
and 84-87. We believe that our invention is at least as broad as these claims. Every error in the 
patent which was corrected in the present reissue application, and is not covered by a prior 
oath/declaration submitted in this application, arose without any deceptive intention on the part 
of the applicants. 

We do not know and do not believe that the claimed invention was ever known or 
used in the United States of America before our invention thereof. 

We do not know and do not believe that the claimed invention was ever patented 
or described in any printed publication in any country before our invention thereof. 

We do not know and do not believe that the claimed invention was ever patented 
or described in any printed publication in any country more than one year prior to the filing date 
of the original U.S. application. 
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We do not know and do not believe that the claimed invention was ever in public 
use or on sale in the United States of America more than one year prior to the filing date of the 
original U.S. application.
